the deputies. It is my con* 
elusion that the shot was 
fired by a single deputy,” he 
added. 

GUNS ' 

The commission said the 
deputies had been instructed 
to load buckshot in the mag- 
azines of their shotguns but 
not into the chambers. The 
deputies had also been in- 
structed not to fire at the 
students. The panel said 
whoever did might be 
charged with the deaths. 

“It is . . . the conclusion of 
this commission that the evi- 
dence and statements accu- 
mulated by the commission 
be turned over immediately: 
to the district attorney of-

Baton Rouge, La. 

One of six sheriff’s depu- 
ties ‘‘from one of the lesser 
trained squads” fired a 
single shotgun blast Novem- 
ber 16 that killed two black 
students at Southern Uni- 
versity, the head of the 
state’s offical commission of 
inquiry into the campus tat- 
tle said yesterday. 

The commission of six 


black and six white mem- 
bers did not say specifically 
that a law officer fired the 
fatal shot. But Louisiana At- 
torn e y General William 
Guste, head of the panel, 
said the shotgun blast came 
from an area where six dep- 
uties stood. 

“I think it’s a fair assump- 
tion feat it came from one of

that there was anyone else; 
in that area. 

“The boys killed were 
killed by a single shot and, 
therefore, it is my conclu-; 
sion that the shot was fired 
by a single deputy,” -Guste: 
said. 

Asked why the commis- 
sion report did not say flatly 
that one of the deputies fired: 
fee fatal shot, Guste said: 

“We felt that was a mat- 
ter that involved personal 
culpability and addressed it- 
self to more of a grand jury 
investigation.” 

DEPUTIES 

Guste said all six of the 
deputies in fee area from 
where fee shot was fired did 
not carry shotguns. 

“It was one of the lesser 
trained squads,” he said. 
“We will be able to pinpoint 
how many of them were 
carrying shotguns.”

elude Turner Catledge, for-; 
mer executive editor of the 
New York Times, and Re! 
vius Ortique, a black New 
Orleans attorney who served 
on fee President’s Commis!
